Science  Classes 
Adopt  Plan 

A unique  experiment  in  a com- 
bined science  course  will  be  offer- 
ed to  students  of  the  Brigham 
Young  university  summer  session 
this  year,  when  the  university  of- 
fers for  teachers,  superintendents, 
and  other  interested  summer  ses- 
sion students  a science  course; 
which  correlates  the  abilities  of 
specialized  men  in  the  departments 
of  geography  and  geology,  botony: 
bacteriology,  zoology,  and  entom- 
ology, Dr-  A-  C-  Lambert,  dean 
of  the  summer  school  said  today 

This  course  will  be  of  particular 
value  to  persons  in  education  be- 
cause it  will  enable  them  to  bring 
up  to  date  their  science  know- 
ledge. This  is  an  interesting  type 
of  course  which  very  few  schools 
throughout  the  nation  have  been 
able  to-  initiate,  Dr.  Lambert  said. 

The  course  will  consist  of  ap- 
proximately 30  lectures  with  each 
of  the  departments  taking  a week’s 
work-  The  course  has  been  com- 
pletely worked  out  and  each  de-

Five  years  ago  when  their  homes  were  invaded  by  Nazi 
and  Japanese  criminals,  people  in  Europe  were  robbed  of 
everything  they  owned.  They  lost  their  homes,  their  food, 
and  worst  of  all,  all  their  clothes  except  the  ones  they  were 
wearing.  Some  were  even  stripped  of  apparel  if  it  was  in 
good  enough  condition  for  some  Nazi  or  Jap  soldier  to  wear. 

It  is  bad  enough  to  be  hungry  and  homeless,  but 
also  to  be  nearly  naked  is  almost  more  than  human 
beings  can  stand.  The  lot  of  these  poor  Europeans 
has  been  hard  and  cruel.  Nearly  30  million  children 
are  among  those  hungry,  homeless,  and  without 
clothing. 

The  imprint  of  war  is  stamped  in  their  brave  hearts, 
i hese  pitiful  children  of  today  will  be  our  partners  of  'tomor- 
row in  retaining  the  permanent  peace  our.  boys  are  fighting 

They  need  our  help? 

We  must  do  all  we  can  to  guide  these  dazed  multitudes 
out  of  the  ruins  of  their  homes  and  countries.  They  are  kept 
alive  now  by  courage  and  brave  hearts,  not  by  food.  They 
are  warmed  now  by  hope,  not  by  clothring.  They  too  are 
working  and  waiting  for  total  peace. 

A portion  of  help  which  we  can  give  them  lies 
in  our  own  closets.  WHAT  CAN  YOU  SPARE 
THAT  THEY  CAN  WEAR? 

The  very  lives  of  these  multitudes  depend  on  the  filling 
of  their  clothing  needs.  The  health  of  many  millions  of  them 
has  been  and  will  be  seriously  affected.  Tuberculosis,  typhus, 
and  other  diseases  have  spread  rapidly  among  them. 

Belgium,  France,  Holland,  Greece,  Poland,  Yugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia,  Italy,  Bulgaria,  Hungary, 
Russia,  China — these  are  but  a few  of  the  victim 
countries  of  the  Axis  aggressors.  All  these  countries 
need  clothing— 150,000,000  pounds  at  least  is  needed. 

In  and  between  the  lines  of  newspaper  ads  offering 
huge  rewards  for  the  return  of  a single  shoe  or  a tattered  coat 
lies  a grim  and  poignant  story — a story  of  a war-ravaged  land 
and  people.  To  them  the  loss  of  a ragged  shirt,  a thread- 
bare shawl,  a worn  shoe,  is  a major  catastrophe. 

In  Belgium  it  was  reported  that  there  was  only 
one  usable  shirt  for  an  entire  family — all  sizes,  ages, 
and  sexes.  Only  one  at  a time,  the  current  possessor 
of  the  shirt,  was  able  to  leave  the  hovel  in  which  they 
were  struggling  for  existence. 

In  Holland  children  are  wearing  shoes  which  are  de- 
forming their  feet  and  subjecting  the  wearers  to  permanent 
handicap.  Either  children  in  France  must  stay  home  from 
school  or  must  wedr  their  shirts  while  they  are  still  wet. 
They  haven  t even  a change  while  the  family  washing  is  done. 

But  other  things  besides  health  are  involved. 
These  Europeans  need  clothing  to  help  gain  back  their 
self-respect.  They  will  someday  need  to  come  out  of 
their  broken  homes  and  rebuild  them,  they  must 
reconstruct  theirf  fallen  towns  and  cities.  They  have 
dreams  of  doing  their  share  to  restore  peace  to  a 
weary  world. 

This  necessary  clothing  is  available.  Hundreds  of 
millions  of  pounds  lies  irf  closets  and  in  basements  of  Ameri- 
can homes.  Some  articles  may  be  out  of  style,  out  of  fit, 
or  just  forgotten.  European  people  do  not  care  whether  or 
not  it  ^ is  stylish.  Anything,  everything  usable  in  . men’s, 
women’s,  boys’,  girls’,  and  infants’  wear  and  bedding  will  be 
as  a gift  from  heaven  to  these)  stricken  people.  1

This  Problem 
of  Closing  . . .

Among  the,  many  problems  creat- 
ed or  augmented  by  the  war  is 
that  of  the  complimentary  close. 
Since  a good  part  of  our  lives  is 
tied  up  in  a mail  bag  these  days, 
we  have  been  forced  not  only  to 
write  volumes  of  letters  but  to 
think.  The  many  complications 
and  misunderstandings  which  have 
arisen  through  the  written  word 
have  lead  us  to  pause  and  reflect 
upon  the  suitability  of  our  closing 
phrase  before  signing  an  epistle- 

The  chief  difficulty,  it  seems, 
lies  in  the  growing  trend  away 
from  realism.  How  much  simpler 
it  would  be,  for  example,  if  oen 
could  write  merely  “cordially 
yours’’  to  a casual  acquaintance. 
Although  this  closing  might  be 
admirably  suited  to  expressing 
one’s  feelings,  the  recipient  would 
undoubtedly  be  highly  indignant 
at  such  a callous  statement  of  the 
cold  truth.  “Yours  truly”  and 
“very  sincerely  yours”  may  be 
gross  exagerations,  but  if  used  on 
a friend  of  the  opposite  sex  they 
would  result  in  immediate  cessa- 
tion of  correspondence  from  that 
quarter.  Even  “affectionately” 
seems  rather  distant  when  one 
realizes  that  “all  my  love’s”  are  a 
dime  a dozen,  and  “respectfully” 
would  be  a cold-blooded  insult- 
The  easiest,  but  most  temporary 
way  to  avoid  injuring  anyone’s 
feelings  is  to  sing  all  letters  “love” 
or  one  of  its  man  modifications. 
“Lots  of  love”^  is  usually  sufficient 
although  some',  at  the  risk  of  be- 
ing overly  commercial,  like  to  be 
more  specific  with  “tons  of  love’ 
or  “bushels  of  love” — like  “bigger 
and  better  Love,  five  thousand 
subscribers  ...” 

The  most  reliable  dodge  is  “as 
ever.”  Seldom  true,  it  may  be  used 
in  almost  any  situation. 

“Always,’.’  the  twin  of  “as  ever,” 
may  be  inserted  for  variation,  nor 
would  many  doubt  the  truth  of  this 
assertion.  If  you  weren’t  always 
you,  who  would  you  be?  “Bye 
now”  is  another  old  standby,  and 
“goodnight”  is  steadily  increasing 
in  popularity.  The  latter  has  just

Rawlings,  a native  of  Provo,  Utah,  entered  the 
AAF  October  9,  1942,  as  a cadet.  He  was  stationed  with 
the  Eighth  Air  Force  in  England  where  he  flew  35  com- 
bat missions.  Prior  to  entering  the  Army  he  was  attend- 
ing Brigham  Young  university  in  Provo,  where  he  was 
in  his  second  year  of  pre-legal  training.
